IT is the early dawn of a May dn;- in 


Western Kansas. A sea of rolling bil 
lows of land extends in every direv i >i 
to the utmost reach of the vision. Hit 
plains are covered with a rich growtl 
of bluejoint and buffalo grass. A I cr< 
of cattle is sleeping in a corral t y a 
creek—COWB, two-year-olds, yearl rig 
and calves. 
A few ponies arc pick :l.ei 


with long ropes on the prairie. A 
couple of saddles, blankets nnd bridle. 
hang on pegs by the corral bars. Thi 
scene IH eminent!) peaceful. Occasion 
ally a cow rises, anil, walking to th< 
salt barrel, gently licks the salt. :he 
licks her nose, as though she hat* so 
rious thoughts of pickling it, so M U 
insure its keeping over summer. But 
on reflection, she concludes it will «e] 
this season at any rate, and walks ovc 
to the scratch!ng-posts and there stiuid 
rubbing her neck up and down. Sud 
dcnly stopping, .she gazus, open-(\bd 
at a wolf, who sits on his haunche 
Home hundred yards from the corral 
silting them pensively, looking ul th< 
great amount of fresh meat. 
Afte 


gazing at the wolf until satisfied, th' 
cow IK-.S down aguin. The deep bnmth 
ing of the cattle,, tho morning calls c 
the n»cndow-larks, the .soft music of tli 
wind as it whistles through tho short 
tend«r grass, arc the only sounds hnanl 


As thn east grows red, the occupant 


of a large dug-out sitiiated by the, ban! 
of a creek lounge slowlvout, nnd wall 
to the water, where they drink an 
wash—the latter a speedy operation, a 
the herder does not waste time in wash 
iu». Ono goes to feed the, ponios corn 
nnd saddle them; the other builds & fir 
and cooks breakfast. This meal con 
si«ts of corn-dodgers, or buking-pow 
<k>r biscuit, fried bacon and strong cof 
foe without milk or sugar. Them uiaj 
be, S!00 cows in the herd, but none an 
milked. The herders simply oxist will 
a« little trouble as possible. As a rule 
they do not read; do not think of any 
thirig but the cattle. 
To attend the* 


well is their ambition. After break 
fait tho bars are, taken down, and tin 
cattle string slowly out of the corral 
Forming in long tiles, they follow th 
deep, wull-worn trails that lead to tin 
Itieding grounds. It is a very leisurolj 
march. Now nnd then an animal < rop 
out of line, cats a few mouthfu n o 
grass, but soon drops into file fgair 
arid resumes marching. On rua<hin< 
the desired feeding ground the cattl 
spread and begin feeding. 
At tihou 


ton o'clock they are full, or nearly so 
and in a listless manner they eh i»g 
front, and feed toward water. Arrivin, 
tlu-re, the herd drink, stand in th 
water, and so "loaf" away an I < ur 
They then lie down, and for tw i o 
three hours remain quiet. As the urn 
gct» low the cattle aguin spread an 
feed. 
As the sun sinks to the hoii.'.o 


the herders slowly force them to f •(• 
toward their corral, and by the tim 
they have, fed up to it, it is gene-nil. 
dusk. 
Ifars are put up, ponies st ikei 


out, 
supper eooked nnd eaten, uiiil th 


herders go to bed. 


In all herds there are a few animal 


that lead otl; that is, they will in4 n. 
main on vour range, but constantl 
endeavor to lead tho herd to pus lire 
new. 
Thesis animals an;

yellow or black steers; but some 'rue 
cows or heifers ore guilty of lheirii-k 
Of course these animals lire si 
soon as possible; but until sold they ur 
tliu cause of a vast amount of liar I riil 
ing.

cuftomod to Texas cattle, said ho ,<ou|i 
frighten tho huifer out of the rn.vino 
unil frighten her so badly that «hi 
would never again Uiavo the herd. Wi 
nl1 told him to go ahead with hU plan 
Hiding near the ravine, he ilKmo mtei 
nnd, taking oil' 
his coat, 
crnvvlei 


through the tall grass until direct!' 
ubovu the heifer. 
Then, holding tin 


outstretched coat in front of him. hi 
<'\ocut«d a species of war-dance, ac 
<'ompaniod by unearthly veils. Tin 
heifer was frightened - paralj/.ed vvitli 
fear, in fact. 
She stood motionless 


looking up ut the horrible figure anovi 
her. Then tho awful furt imprcisei 
itself on her brain that this appnritioi 
was H new kind of '>o:ist, destined ti 
drive her and her kind from the face o; 
the prairie, so she might as well di< 
fighting as to starve to death; and slu 
ran, not away from the grinning danc- 
ing, howling idiot behind tho coat, but 
lit him. Dropping the coat he had I 
iiso for, he turned and ran for his 
horse. Tho horse imlckly calculat 
the chaaoes, and coming to tho conclu- 
sion that tho cow would catrh th 
dmioer before tno dancer got to him, 
ran off. Tho would-bu frightener ol 
cows ran for his life, nnd hovvlud for 
help. The cow gained on him, anil 
when her hot hrunth struck his naked 
neck he foil. The cow passed over 
him. but in passing stopped on his 
back, driving tho blood out of his 
nuiuth and nose. 
Beforo she could 


turn on him, the other hordors went at 
her and drove nor off. On seeing him 
dismount we had ridden rapidly to him. 
well knowing what would happen. It 
U needless to say that youth never re- 
peated that experiment. 


The cattle of Texas are not afraid of 


a man, nor are they afraid of H horse; 
but they are afraid of a man on a hone. 
They do not understand, at least do not 
seem to understand, that a man on 
horseback is a combination of aniruaK 
Apparently they regard the two as one 
animal, and one that is too powerful 
for them. To get off of a horse in a 
herd of wild Texas cattle is almost 
worth a man's lif'i, and an experienced 
herder will never do it. 


All herds of cattle hare a bully 


Among them. There ii a boss cow, and 
•he is haled and feared. Of uglv dis- 
position, constantly hooking uiioi end- 
ing cows, greedy in eating, she irakes 
herself generally disagreeable. Or it 
may be that tho bully is a steer. The 
characteristics of the bruto are all the 
Mme. The rest of the herd are all 
Afraid of her or him. Singly they can 
do nothing. Matters go from bid to 
worse, and cow life becomes a! i: ost 
unendurable in the herd. Something 
has to ta done, and that soon. The 
bully in walking along gives soim un- 
offending cow » sharp thrust in the 
rib*, tnf lead of running off a* expen ited, 


the stricken cow wheels around, fury 
in her eyes, and bellowing a wat cry, 
dashes head on for the bully. The boss 
is surprised, but gets to work as an ex- 
pert, and the rebellious cow is being 
rapidly whipped (these cattle fence 
with their horns); but the cry for lib- 
erty is understood by the rest of the 
herd, and with a unanimous movement 
they all turn on the tyrant, and if the 
herders do not interfere they kill him 
The bully, being whipped, turns to 
run, and to bis horror finds that the 
whole herd is after him. As one ani 
mal gets near him he receives a vicious 
dig from a sharp horn. Ho increasei 
his speed, but soon another anima 
comes up to him, and another stab ii 
tlie result. The bully, with extended 
tongue and labored breathing, is lead 
ing the herd, and the herd, with ex 
tended tongues and upright tails, an 
following—steers, 
cows, calves, al 


bellowiiigloudly, "Killhim! kill him!' 
And kill him they will if the herders d< 
not stop the pursuit. 


After a lesson of this kind the bull; 


is a marvel of gentleness and consider 
ation.

I left my herd for an hour. On my re 
turn I was surprised to find the cuttlt 
bunched around a deep pool in thi 
ravine. They were evidently greatl. 
excited; the constant bellowing, th 
lashing of their tails; their cranei 
necks as they looked over the banks o 
tho pond, nil indicated that something 
was wrong. Kunning my hor.se an 
swinging a heavy whip, I was sooi 
among tho cattle. They gave way fo 
me. I rode up to tho pool. 
There 


standing in deep w ater, was the sub 
dued bully, a ring of excited steers am 
cows standing around him, but unabl 
to roach him. 1 put a stop to tho fun 
and loft the bully in tho wator to coo 
off. 
I did not see l.im for a week 


Then ho joined tho herd as n private 


If mi nnimul in the herd gets badl 


wounded, it w i l l be killed by tho other 
if great care is not exercised. 
Thi 


sound uniinals turn ruthlessly on th 
sick or wounded ones. It looks hard 
and the unthinking observer remark 
on tbo cruelty shown toward ono tin 
oUior by dumb animals. 
It is simplv 


an expression of tho instinct of th 
animals, by which they expect to wan 
off attacks of wolves, and to proven 
their prowling around the herd, by n 
moving tho inducement to it. Th 
animal is wounded, badly wounded 
tho wolves smell him, and, from fa 
and near, gather about him. Tho cat 
tie, in their wild state, constant!} 
moved up and down tho water course.' 
so. when they killed the sick animal 
they left tho body behind. 
Now the, 


kill tho sick ono for the same reason 
and daily food uhout his carcass. 


In July tho herd is tat; calves are do 


ing well, and are full of play; grass i 
plenty, and the herd, as a whole, fee 
splendidly. They aro easily amused 
too. Jack rabbits are plenty in Kan 
sns, and are n never-failing source < 
amusement to tho cuttlo. Accustome 
to the rabbits from their childhood up 
it is simply absurd to seo tlie action 
of tho animals. A calf finds a hi<. 
jack rabbit, and, very naturally, is in 
tereiited in looking at this wild beast 
Cautiously approaching him, she gn/e 
open-oyeil at the small monster. An 
other calf joins her, and they oach re 
gard the animal. 
Hcginning to cape 


ubotit it, the attention of the herd i 
attracted, anil they all come to have 
i 


look at the jack. 
Ho is made to go 


up and jump quaintly oil'. 
The cuttl 


all follow; the rabbit sits down, agaii 
In be forced up; unil when ho agiui 
jumps off thev caper around him, or 
w i t h pretentod alarm, they bellow am 
run nwiiv. 


Many men who came to Kansas ii 


1X0(1 went into the cattle busbies 
bringing Kastern 
ideas with them 


They very naturally built sheds to pro 
led their cattle from tho cold storm 
of the 
vv inter, 
i did this, and made ; 


mistake. The reason why sheds ar 
not good is that the cattle stand undo 
them when the cold winds blow, am 
refuse to leave the shelter to feed o 
drink; and when weakened by Ihi 
lack of food they lose vitality and hud 
din together for warmth. This hud 
dling is viiry dangerous. The, outsidi 
cattle want, to be on thn inside, am 
they pile up on oach other. This pil 
ing is called ".stacking," and, when 
once begun, some cattle aro sure tc 
lose their lives. 
Out of one "stack1 


took-twelve dead steers ono morning 
A neighbor of mine took thirty-six 
dead I ocvcs out of one "stack." Afte 
losing the twelve steers, 1 took down 
mv sheds, and that ended the trouble 


When the cattle of Texas aro weak 


cried by starvation and lack of water 
they arc unable, to get up without help 
Then tho holders aro obliged to " tail' 
thorn. This consists in taking hold o 
the tail nnd jelling nt tho nui::uil 
When it struggles to arise, tho herder 
lifls 011 the tail. I'ml so helps the feebl 
brute up. 
He is rewarded for his kini 


intention bv having the animal lower 
its head, and, with a weak tiolluw o: 
mge. stagger at him, intent tokill him 
A Te\:i.s euw that bus to be tailed is 
about as good ii< dead; few ever get 
over it. Again, when cattle aro weak 
they w i l l deliberately commit suicide 
1 have seen a steer walk into the deep- 
est place in a creek, throw himself 
down, and never make an effort to ge 
out. 
If pulled out with ropes and .so' 


on his feet, he fir-.t ehnses the herders 
then coolly turns around and walks 
into the creek again. Of all tho cattle 
I have helped out of the water, I re- 
member but two who did not return to 
it on tho tirst opportunity nnd die in it. 
I believe they do it with tho intelligent 
purpose to take their lives. They are 
weak, sick, discouraged, have the blues, 
and Hfo is a burden to them; so they, 
|u»t as many men do under the same 
circumstances, commit, suicide. 


What do the herders do during tho 


long summer days9 1 have known a 
lordir to put a" number of cents into 
each pocket of his pantaloons, and 
while on duty play " sevon-up," one 
>ockot against tho other. If the right 
wcket won the game, five cents would 
x> taken from the left and placed in it; 
if lost, tho reverse. 


In passing through Western Kansas. 


;he traveler sees small towers, built of 
stone, on tho tops of the highest hills. 
Asking what these towers are for, he is 
old that they are Indian watch-towers. 
Phis sounds well, but it is not true, 
fheje stones have been piled up bv the 
lonlers; they think if the hills were a 
ittlo higher they could see over a swell 
n the prairie, or into a ravine, and 
would thus be saved riding there to see 
f their cattle had strayed.— Jf.

Mr. J. H. Ciregg, of Hong Kong, has 


recently written to a London paper :i 
very interesting letter on Chinese beg- 
gars. Certainly some of the accounts 
of these mendicants are horrible in the 
extreme, and would hard'y bo croditec 
if the authority was not so good, lie 
says that he has actually seen one beg- 
gar bearing on his bock a leper so mud 
affected by the disease that his ears 
and hands and feet wcro apparently 
sloughing ofl'. With this loathsome 
burden, Mr. Gregg says, the bc^ 
threatened 
to enter each shop lu 


passed, rnless the shopkeeper at onci 
administered to his wants. 
Alms wore 


promptly thrown into the street, am 
quickly picked up. Others, accordin 
to this account, goaboutcarryingsharp 
Chinese razors, with which tlioy cu 
themselves to show their misery, and 
to extort alms. Mr. Gregg has seen 
mendicants with the upper part of the! 
bodies covered with blood. At th< 
Town of Pitkong, in tho IVovincc o 
Canton, he saw a beggar Hterallj 
bathed in his own blood, which alsi 
sprinkled over tho floor of the shop in 
which he was trying to molt tho appar 
ontly obdurate heart of tlie shopkoep 
or. Ho also relates horrible stories o 
beggars who vary the above fashion bj 
knocking their heads against the wall 
of shops, anil of others who beat thei 
bodies with largo stones for the cdili 
cation of passers-by. Not contontoi 
with these pleasant and entertaining 
exhibitions, some of tho moro eiuaeia 
ted have an agreeable habit of appar 
ontly appearing in a dying conuitioi 
on the threshold of n shop or dwelling 
house, and announcing, in dismal tones 
their purpose of remaining there t< 
die. 
Hero is Mr. Gregg's account o 


one instance: " In May, 187-i, I saw 
one, 
apparently perishing from hunger 


throw himself down at tlio doorway o 
a dwelling house, saying that ho woul 
die of starvation if he wore not inline 
diately relieved. 
Tlie householder 


who was in a groat state of trepidation 
at once otl'ered the starving man i 
small sum of money, which was indig 
nantly refused. 
A friend who wa 


with mo expressed his readiness to ro 
liovo the wants of the .sulle.rcr. 
II 


held out a half-dollar, and the penuri 
ous householder at once rushed towtm 
him, 
and eagorly grasped tho coin 


which ho at onco gave to tho sufferer.' 


This letter goes to show that th 


mendicants of European countries am 
tho Unite-! States have not begun I 
master tho fine art of begging, and tha 
they aro us yet but in their infauc; 
when compared with tho almond-eyei 
children of the Flowery Land.

our beggars and tramps to try knock 
iitg their heads against the walls o 
stores, and cutting themselves i 
mince-moat with sharp ra/ors.

trimmings, many of which may be eiih 
ily made al home. Newest of these i

shirred 
plaiting.

Anothet 
stylish flounco is tho fan plaiting. This 
is c^it straight also to tho depth re 
quired and then plaitod in clusters o! 
live plaits, piled one on another. The 
plaits are pressed and stitched across 
near the top, and again a few inches 
from tho bottom, so that tho lower 
part spreads oul in a succession ol 
open fans. Vory much liked but scarce- 
ly nevv, is the Vundyked llounce with 
only fullness enough to allow it to sot 
smoothly around the skirl over a fan 
plaiting, tho fans of which come, in the 
open spaces between tho Vandykes. 
Another popular heading for flounces 
is a shell trimming formed of a strip ol 
the dress material pipod on both edges 
and box-pluitod into triple plaits. lio- 
tweon the box-plaits t lie edges of the 
band arc caught together to form thi: 
shell. Scurf draperies are much worn 
both 011 f hort. and long dresses. Foi 
walking dresses they are still folded in 
upturned plaits across the front and 
knotted behind. Some tunics are slit 
straight up through tho middle of tho 
front breadth for from six inches to 
half a yard. The sidos of the open- 
ing are then faced and turned back 
in rovers. A bow is placed at tlie 
apex of the triangular opening thus 
formed and the plaiting in front ex- 
tends high enough to c»ver all that 
part of the lower skirt, disclosed by tlie 
opening. 


Perpendicular trimmings are vorv 


Fashionable. Long rovers, extending 
from tho belt to the edge of the over- 
skirt, or where tho dress is in one to 
the trimming at the foot, appear on 
many suits. 
A great deal of fine 


shirring ia used, especially on thin 
dresses. Shirred plastrons of silk or 
satin are favorite trimmings for black 
jrenadines. The shirring is usually 
lone in clusters—inch w:do bands of 
lorizontal 
shirring 
twelve 
inches 


apart, from 
Mie top to the bottom, 


drawing the plastron into long, flat 
puffs. 
A great deal of Pokin is used. 


All material in alternate raised and 
lat stripes is known as Pekin, whether 
t be velvet, satin, silk, wool, or cot> 
on; or, as is often r.ho case, a mixed 
abric. 
This forms bands, revers, 


'olds, vests, etc., upon solid-colored 
materials. Usually the Pekin matches 
he dress in tint—violent contrasts 
mving lost favor. The fancy just now 
s to use it in cross-cut bands from 
hree to eight inches deep—a fashion 
which affords 
an easy method of 


engthening any bodice left over and 
unfashionably short.

IN certain respeots the custom of our 


countrymen in the unsettled parts ol 
the West and Southwest, of always go- 
ing armed, is an undesirable one," but it 
Ht least puts it out of the power of ev il 
disposed persons to overawe a commu- 
nity in the way a band of tour rulllans 
recently did the inhabitants of the 
Town of Jerilderic, New South Wales.

branch of the New South \Vi Ijs Bank, 
which was in the mm buiMlng. He 
then stationed two of his re «n on the 
sidewalk outtide, one in th« hotel, to 
prevent any one who came into it from 
leaving, and with a revolver in each 
haud entered the bank, where the 
men announcement of his name and 
minion teems to have produced an 
instant offer to surrender or the part 
of the manager and his usisunu. 
During the three hours that tin WM in 
this institution ransacking jt» vaults 
he was also able, unassisted, to keep 
guard over those who surrendered, ant 
to take as prisoners those wtcse busi- 


ness brought them to the bank. After 
securing their plunder, the robbers ap-. 
pear to have taken the town into their 
entire keeping- drinking at the various 
hotels, compelling the citizens to cut 
down the telegraph-poles, and at the 
same time possessing themselves ol 
whatever property they chanced to 
see and desire. After six hours of this 
autocratic rule, they quietly mounted 
their horses and rode leisurely oft*. 
From the firbt to the last there was not 
the least effort made at resistance, al- 
though at the time there was a reward 
of $15,000, which, has since been in- 
creased to $40,000, to be obtained by 
any one who killed or captured the 
leader or two or more of liis. gang. 
We doubt if there is a town west of the 
Mississippi River that could be raided 
in this manner, or whether four des- 
peradoes could be found in this coun- 
try with confidence enough in them- 
selves to undertake such u work.

Most farmers give too free a range 


to their poultry, especially in ths suiu- 
mer. They may have a miserable 
place to roost it. summer and winter, 
and from this fiict suffer during the 
night time unless they get disgusted 
and show better sense than thoir own- 
ers by taking to the apple trees or other 
outside places. But in the daytime 
rhcy roam fancy free, often making se- 
rious depredations in the garden, hid- 
ng their nesti under the fences and 
bushes, and generally making them- 
selves as happy, mischievous and un- 
irotitable as possible. Smothered or 
i'ozen in winter, they consume all their 
vital energies in sustaining life; and 
roaming, scratching and foraging at 
.urge in summer, they have but a small 
imount of surplus vitality to expend in 
eggs. So poultry kept in this way is 
not, only unprofitable, but too often l/u- 
tonies a nuisance at home and a pest 
o the neighbors. Wo often hear of 
he unprofitableness of barnyard fowls. 
Jive the best breeds suc.li treatment as 
this for a few }ears und they will bo- 
jome common l/arnyurd fowls. This 
s the way to make them. Bill give 
'hem generous food the year round, 
warm und airy quarters, plenty of sun- 
ight and ample, grounds of their own 
o roam in, and they will improve 
•utlier than degenerate, 
and be a 


source of pleasure ond profit instead 
of loss. 


It Is an almost fatal mistake to keep 


owls in too confined quarters. The; 
nust have ample and airy, clean and 
sweet quarters to stay in over night 
ind shelter them from storm. 
These 


conditions are demanded by all kinds 
>f higher animal life. The fact that 
mmaii beings arc crowded together in 
close, imvcntilated rooms, allbrd« no 
valid reason why animals or fowls 
should be uncomfortably crowded. In 
the case of the human bipeds, no one 
may be interested in the profit to Ijo 
derived from them, but, in the case of 
Lho feathered bipeds, the owner is di- 
•ectly interested. It is for tlio benefit 
of his pocket to keep them as healthy 
uid thriving as possible, that he may 
;et the largest profit out of them. Ho 
nust give them plenty of breathing 
•oom, for nothing is of more impor- 
tance than air, and keep them every 
way comfortable and satisfied. 


All fowls need space to roam and 


iorugu in during the day, in summer 
time. 
Fifty hens ought to have an 


icro devoted to their usu—certainly 
not less than litiif an iu:re. And this 
ipacc should lie adapted to their wants 
und peculiarities; have open, sunny 
mid sheltered places, coxy ami shady 
nooks, and if it can be stocked with 


nusshoppiirs and other insects 
so 


much the better. 
If these are not 


present, animal food must be supplied, 
:is well as grain. 
There should be 


grass, and other green food may 
1-e 


cultivated for their 
stuff 
in their 


grounds, but they allowed to help 
themselves. Thus kept and cared for 
as they should be, they will not only 
yield the most profit, but the most pal- 
atable and nourishing eggs and tlesh.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD.

Clover 
roots down, :u.d brings up to itself the, 
most benelici.il elements of the .sub- 
soil.

without bringing up the unnecessary 
and useless elements ot that subsoil. 
It feeds strongly, but it gives back 
more lliau il takes. 11 is. the great 
rooter. 
If we were limited to clover 


as a fertiliser or to some other one fer- 
tili/.er, it would be hard not to choose 
clover. 
If we wanted to rest a piece 


of land for 11 year or so we should sow 
clover and turn sheep on it, and it 
would rest, not only without loss, but 
with largo profit.—N Y. Herald. 


—Cold Mutton Curried.—Cut all the 


loan in pieces an inch square, from a 
log of cold boiled or roasted mutton; to 
every pound of meat cut up a small 
onion line, and frj the onion and mut- 
ton to a light brown, in hot butter, 
adding a level tcaspoonful of salt; take 
tlio bones and boil with \yater to make 
stock for gravy. Strain this after it 
lias boiled down, and. if greasv, let it 
become cold, in order to take oil' the 
fat; 
now, stew the, fried mutton and 


onion in this stock for one hour; before 
serving boat a heaping tablespoonful 
of curry, one tablespoonful for every 
pound of mutton, with milk; stir this 
into it, allowing the meat to boil up 
once: be .sure not to have it too thin, 
as curry should bo rather dry.—N. Y. 
Times. 


I'rulits in Fui-iiiliifr. 


Wi: often hoar the remark made by 


those who.si! business it is to till the 
soil that there is no profit in farming, 
and more frequently since the great do- 
prcciulion in the prices of farm prod- 
ucts. 
With all due deference to tlio 


opinions of those engaged in the busi- 
ness ot farming and who ought to know 
whereof they «po:ik, we venture to sug- 
gest that their views are not entirely 
correct in this matter of profit, for on 
further conversation with those who 
make these complaints, we tind that 
they almost invariably seem to consider 
that what is sold from the farm is 
alone to be accounted as profit, while 
no account is uiude of what goes to 
the support of the family or what is in- 
vested in improvements on the farm. 
In conversation with one of our well- 
to-do farmers recently, who is art indus- 
trious anil thrifty man, and is probably 
worth $10,000, he complained that ho 
was only able to save $200 or SHOO a 
year from the products of his farm, 
after paying his expenses. 
As a con- 


trast he mentioned ti friond of his who 
had about the same sum invested in 
funds that he had in real estate, and he 
seemed to consider the interest received 
on those funds us so much net profit. 
Wo inquired of him how much he 
thought lie would have left in cash, 
after supporting hi.s family, from the 
sum his friend received as interest on 
his fund? After a moment's hesitation, 
during which a ray of light seemed to 
dawn upon his mind, lie replied, "Not 
anything; the sum of 
his receipts 


wimlil not pay my annual expenses, 
and as a matter of fact lie has nothing 
leit after supporting liis own." 


This case of our fanner friend is not 


an isolated one; thorc are many farm- 
ers \\ ho seem to think that what the 
family eat, diink anil wear; that which 
goes to make them comfortable and re- 
spectable, because it is the product of 
the farm and the result of their own 
labor, should not be counted as profit, 
but only the cash which is left after all 
expenses are provided for. 
We submit 


if this is treating thy farm fairly? 
In 


one of the cases we have cited the farm 
is the capital, the stock in trade; in the 
other the capital is invested in bonds, 
and that which goes to the support of 
the family is as much the product of 
capital in the one case as in the other, 
and in both coses should bo considered 
as so much profit on the capital invest- 
ed; and if the farmer, after supporting 
his family and meeting all the year's 
expenses, has two or throe hundred 
dollars to dispose of :is he pleases, 
while the bondholder has nothing loft, 
it cannot be inferred that the farmer's 
profits are less than those of his friend. 
But, says the objector, 4I the farmer is 
obliged to work for his profit* while 
the bondholder lives at his ease." Does 
this objection imply that it is disgrace- 
ful, 
unhcalthful or unprofitable 
to 


labor? If so, nothing can be further 
from the iucl. It certainly is not dis- 
graceful t j labor in a country where 
every man is the architect of his own 
fortune, and makes or mars his condi- 
tion in lifo, and the experience of the 
world from the earliest times goes to 
prove that a reasonable amount of 
manual labor is conducive to health; 
and as to profits, where can any class 
of men be found more prosperous and 
independent than the farmers of Amer- 
ica! 


Before our farmers conclnde that 


there is no profit in farming, let them 
look the ground carefully over, study 
the question in all its bearings, and, 
our word for it, a different conclusion 
will be reached. 
Above all. they 


should not look to political parties for 
a redress of what they regard as their 
grievances, for this will only end in 
disappointment. The remedy, U reme- 
dy is needed, i* in their own hands. 
Let anyone having t, family, who has 


been in the habit of raising everything 
he consumes, but leavs the farm ana 
move into the city, where every needed 
supply must be purchased and paid for 
in cash, and he will quickly be unde- 
ceived respecting the pro tits of farming: 
and, instead of envying those residents 
of the city who have no farms and no 
knowledge of farming, he will learn to 
commiserate their condition. 
It is 


often remarked that the food cooked in 


well-conducted farm-house relishes 


better than that found elsewhere, and 
why shouldn't it? Where else can you 
find such crisp vegetables, creamy 
milk, golden butter and fresh eggs? 
Not in the market, surely. 
In point of 


healthfulnoss, the food upon the rich 
man's table in the city is far inferior to 
that even of our moderate farmers, 
though spread upon spotless linen and 
served in vessels of silver and gold. — 
Maine fanner.
